Pi.N'K CiTV, Minn., Sept. G —The worst 
h*B not been told about Hinckley and doubt- 
less there will be large additions to the list 
of the dead. Last .night several bodies 
were found In a' cellar ; but they were so 
bidly burned that it was imposuible to de- 
termine whether there were three or four 
bodioa, Supplies are coming in to Hickley 
at rapid rate and there ia no lack in any 
department of relit f. The relief committee 
appointed, byOoyernqr Nelson arrived to- 
nigtit for .ihe purpose of canvassing the 
situation and eystematizing the relief work. 
No n;iCiney has been turned over to the suf- 
ferers as yet. All peraocs and bodies that 
have collected cash donations have refrained 
from giving any to iho refugees, and there 
is a general understanding that every cent 
shall be turned ever to the state committee, 
which on account of tho complete informa- 
tion it will have will be able to bandlo tlie 
funds to tho best advantage. 

The excitement caused by the fire at 
Pokegama has about subsided, and now that 
all tho dead have been buried attention is 
being paid to tho hundreds of dead animals 
scattered over the country. These are 
being cremated as fast as found. Not a 
vestige of the village remsins, but the sur- 
viving iuhabitunts, who have been oared for 
by the citizens of St. Cloud, are preparing 
rebuild their homes as soon as the 
material can be provided. There are fires 
in the vioinitv of Carlton, reports from 
Dulutb notwithstanding. 

DniiOTH, Minn., Sept. 6 — Reports con- 
tinue to opme in from towns of fresh fires 
tp'ringlng up. Carlton is menaced by fire. 
At Clcquob the smoke is so dense that it is 
impossible to'see'SO feet. Kerriok is sur- 
rounded by fires, v^ires pear South Supe- 
rior were all extinguished last night, but it 
is reported to day tb'kt' <the''town'.of Iron 
River is bumlnf;. .There 'are 600 ; ref ogees 
bore from forest fires.: No definite figures 
oflUves lost in the fires are yet obtainable, 
btic it is believed to be rather over than 
under tho eslimates already made. 

CoLviLLE, Sept. — Since the rain of 
Sunday has cleared the smoke from the at- 
mosphere and put out the fires in the moun- 
tains the landecape views in all . dlreotions 
present a marked change from their former 
beauiy. Where two months ago great 
forests of stately evergreen timber stood is 
now a vast stretch of burned wastes. 
Thousands and thousands of acres on the 
mountain sides have been stripped of every 
vestige of verdure that once grew so luxuri- 
antly upon them. Many of the farmers in 
the western part of tho county have lost 
heavily by the loss of fencing in the neigh, 
borbood of the burning districts. A few 
have been so unfortunate, as to lose their 
crops. 

PATHBTJLO STOEY. . 

Fearful KxperlenceB of Two 'VlcUnu of (he 
Forest Fires. 

PiNi: City, Sept. — One of the most pa- 
thetic tales in connection with the forest 
Qres is that of James Kelly and Ernest :Ho- 
gan. Kelly was foreman for O'Brien Bros., 
whose camp is c\f(hi miles from Hinokloy. 
When tho fire drow perilously close to the 
oamp and they could light it no longer tbey 
started to walk to Sandstone, seven miles 
away. They got through the blistering at- 
mosphere, encouraging each other at every 
step, and picking each other up when either 
fell. Finally, about a quarter of a mile be- 
hind Kettle river, Kelly became exhausted, 
and Hogan oonld not urge him on. By this 
time Uoi^an'a feet were so badly blistered 
that he was compelled to take to bis bands 
and knees. Kelly in the meantime had 
dragged himself to the head ofj the ravine, 
upon which he lost his bead, and falling, 
rolled over and over until he strnok the bot- 
tom of the gully dead. Hogan all Saturday 
night lay in the ravine, and Sunday morn- 
ing entered Sandstone, having spent the 
entire time siaoe Saturday night on the way. 
His hands and feet suffered terribly, and he 
will bear the marks to his grave. 

SUFFEIIEKS liY THE FIIIES- 

The Mayor of Now Vork About to Issue an 
Appeal on Jleliulf of the VlcUmB 
of the Coullagi'titlons. 

New Yobe, Sept. 6,— Acting Mayor Mo 
Clellan will probably Isaae an appeal for 

subscriptions for the sufferers from the 
forest fires in the Northwest. He was in 
formed to-day by tho Mayor of West 
Superior, Wis., that the distress among the 
sufferers was greater than reported, Tho 
Mayor of West Superior lo also in this city 
and spent most of tho day in canvassing for 
subscriptions to aid the sufTorers. Ho says 
that some of the people in the devastated 
regionB''loBfe- averytbing . they had— even 
their clothes. They are without any means 
of obtainiDg , food or clothing, and aa the 
winter is approaohing ; their profpeotsl are 
not ploasant. Col, MoClellart said he 
would probably issue his appeal to-morrow.

to the welfare of tho Empire. 

The reported bombardment of Wei H.I 
Wei by a Japanese fleet of 21 early in the 
month of August appears to have been but 
a feint for tho purpose of estimating the 
ranges. According to tho officers of H M.S. 
Mercury, who witneaaed the " bombard- 
ment " from the decks of the coasting 
Bteamer Taku, tho fleet oonaistod of 21 ves- 
sels exclusive of torpedo boats, and was 
split up Into three divisions.

At the presenttime— or rather at the time ' 
of the Empress' sailing— the combatants . ; ' 
were engaged in rolling up their sleeves, .. 
strengthening their respective positions and 
estimating the strength of the enemy. The 
first war loan of the Japanese amounting to 
to 30,000,000 yen, bearing interest at the ,. 
rate of 5 per cent., is being rapidly taken 
up, and the finance minister was preparing 
to iBSue certificates on the 20th of the pres- 
ent month, the bonds to have a face value of 
100 yen. On the other hand China is gnid 
to have directed all her European agents and 
representatives to bestir themselves In the 
purchase of first class cruisers and battle- 
ships, arma and ammunition. She is alao 
reported to have entered into u contract with 
ono of the South American republics to pur- 
chasQ half of its navy. The Yokohama 
Advertiser says that the republio ia Chill; 
that half of tho purchase price baa already : ' 
been paid over ; and that tho ships are even 
now due to arrive in Chinese waters. 

A native official telegram received at 
Shanghai, via Nanking, states that the 
Chinese have information of the actual num- 
ber of JapaneB\] troops now (.'Vuguatl?) in 
Korea, which puts thorn at 3-1,600 odd men, 
of which 800 are cavalry, and that these 
troops are expected to meet at Seoul be- 
tween the 24th and 2()th day of the month. 

" The Chinese troops said to be throe • 
days' march from Seoul, are reported," says 
the N. C. Daily News, "to be men who 
landed in junks south of the Tatung river, 
about fifty miles from Pingyang. The men 
are aaid to bo wandering In tlie mountains •■ 
north of Seoul, supported in a great meaaura 
by friendly Koreans. It is reported thafa 
over 20,000 Koreans ore in arms against tho 
Japanoae invaders, but being ill-provided 
with firearms, a guerilla waif ire among tho 
niountainB will bo inaugurated until they ^ 
can meet the Chinese army, who have had 1 
orders to supply the Korean auxiliaries with 
a lot of rifies which have been tsken with 
the army. The Chinese main army is now 
resting at Pingyang (Pingsiaog) -377 II by 
telegraph line— and formidable earthworks^^;,\ 
etc., have already been thrown up, as thiaili" i 
place is intended to be the first base of oper- " 
ationa in, Korea." ; r.. ^ 



Tokyo papers atate that though the Ko- 
rean government baa aevered all connection . 
with China and haa been pushing forward , 
the reform of tho administration with the ' 
assistance of Japan, yeb the people in the 
provinces know nothing of the fact, TheGov* 
ornor and oilioiala of Kauko, Kankyodo, 
still show deference to the Chinese and 
threaten to drive oway the Japanese, if any 
come there. Ihero are some houaf.a along 
the tol'.-graph line from Fuaan to Rnkuton, 
but nono of thorn are now inhabited, thei 
oooupauts having Hod inland, being fright- 
ened by tho report that Japaneso troops 
were about to arrive. Tho local authorities 
havo made no effort to allay tho fears of the 
inhabicnnta. Tiio Japnnoao residents at 
Yuensan continue tljoir business tho same aa 
before and are all at case, as if they knew 
nothing of war; while tho Chinese rosidenta ■ 
havo left for home in great consternation. 

The N. C. Daily News on the 13th, sum- 
marized the situation thus : " Tho Chin- 
BBo navy is evading the trial of strength 
which tho Japanese appear to be seeking. 
Admiral Ting rooognisiDg that if the fleet ia 
destroyed just now, there is not very much 
to hinder tho enemy from marching upon 
Poking. Meanwhile Japan haa enormously 
strengthened her milltaty pcaltioc in Korea.

HARCODRT CENSURED. 

The Trades Union Conuress KaiUcr Hough on 
the British chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

London, Sept. 7.— The trades union con. 
gross censured Sir William Uaroourt, 
chancellor of the exchequer, for the fact of 
the failure of the government to carry out 
the clause of the Newcastle programme 
respecting the payment of members of the 
House of Commonr. A resolution favoring 
the federation of trades union oounoiis was 
carried. The parliamentary committee has 
been instructed to begin an agitation for an 
amendment to the mines act so as to forbid 
mployment underground for more than 
eight hours a day, 

Mr. Lloyd, the delegate representing the 

merican Federation of Labor, said the time 
had come when the wage-earners of the 
world should unite in a closer fraternity. 
The fact was that tho Trades' unions of 
Great Britain had made greater progress in 
the matter of federation than those of Amer- 
ica, He thought this was partly due to the 
fact that there waajlittle homogeneity among 
the workingmen of America. Tho honesty 
of purpose of the labor leaders in England 
waa recognizad in America aa the one 
secret of the auooess of their efforts 
in cementing tho trades unions. Ho ex- 
pressed tho hope that the delegates repre- 
senting the English unions would attend 
tho labor congress which ia to be held in 
Denver in December. 

Mt. Lloyd's speech elicited a veto of 
thanks for the information it contained, for 
his complimentary references to English 
trades unions and for the invitation be ex- 
tended. Mr. Lloyd was loudly cheered.

Tho K M.S. EmproBB of Chinu, from 
Vokohamik August 26, arrived off tho outer 
dooks shortly after noon yesterday, none 
the fforae for her (zperienoe oq the Woo Sung 
aptb! It was CD August 4 tbatshe weuton, 
and she was euooi ssfuUy floated at midnight 
CD the l.'ith, and hove off ioto deep water by 
means of anohora laid out astern, Ihenca 
she was towed into a safe berth outside tho 
Red Buoy by the tu^s Samaon and Kaitun^, 
and one neek later, having reloaded coal 
and cargo, was able to proceed on hor home- 
ward voyage. AtShicghai an ofiioial in- 
cjuiry into tho oaueo of tho strandiog was 
held, when it was ascertained that the acci- 
dent was BOb dup, au had been reported 
here, to tho removal of the river buoys, but 
to the iDOompetenoy of a man named 
Groveii, who cime aboard the ship and took 
charge in place of the pilot, for whom he 
was mistaken. The findini; of the ooart was 
aa below : 

** The Court, having regard to the oiroum- 
atanoes aa stated in evidenoe, find aa fol- 
lotva : 

liie oauae of the atrandiog waa aolely 
due to the incompetent navigation of a per- 
Boa named Urovea, mate of the tugboat 
Samson. 

" That by wilful misrepresentation he in- 
duced the master to put him . In charge of 
t ie vessel as pilot. ' 

" The Court think that no blame can bo 

Bttaohod to the master of the ' Empress in 
respect to the navigation of his ship, but 
chey are of opinion that it would have been 
proper and prudent for him to have made 
inquiry sooner than bo did with respect to 
the ((ualiGcatioQ of the man Groves. 

*' Under all the oircuai8tan3es of tho case, 
however, the Court does not think hie con- 
duct in this respect deserving of censure. 

" No blame altaohes to any other poraon. 

" The expenses of the court, fixed it £-1: 
12, are approved, and it is ordered that 
tne jame bo borno by the master, at whoae 
request this court haabeen summoned." 

'I'he steamer still bears traces of river 
mud, but she is in uo way injured and a few 
gallons of white paint will remedy all ap- 
parent dcfecta. Her present paeeago aoroaa 
was a pleasant and uneventful ono, and her 
cargo, consisting of about 3,500 tone of 
mixod meroh&ndiae, particularly heavy. 
There were 40 saloon oird intermediate 
passengera over, as well as a few Jipaneae 
in the steerage. <}aptain J. G. Cox and 
Mr. Frank Adams, of this oity (returning 
from iTapan), and Captain Ellis (Sm Fran- 
aisoo'a ex-obi«f of police, who with his 
daughter la also home bound from tho 
Orient), were among the best known of tho 
passengers, a partial liatof whomis appended: 

Botkin, Dr. Bot- 
kins, Hugo R.emtr, R. Brough, Mies Bur- 
gess, S. Davia, Capt. H. H. Ellis, Miss I. 
Ellis, Ch. W. Gelderman, Baron Von Grut- 
scbreiber. Dr. Hartshorne, Miss Hartshorne, 
Mr. Hunt, H. B. Hunt, J. H. James, P. S. 
Lloyd, D. Maokeozie, J. UdEeown, J. W. 
Murray, B. W. Oakea, Misa B. I. Faulette, 
Mr. and Mra. Beding and twp children, C 
A. Btohatdaoo, Capt Bipiey, J. F. Rode- 
wald; Dr. E. W. Booke, N. Sato, C. B 8ted- 
man, MiaaStedman, Mra Stavena,twoMiases 
SteVena, Hiaa Strong, Perey Sinrdee, D. T. 
Timina, C. 8. Van Fatten, W. J. Van 
Patten, Mr. and Mrs. A. R.' Whlttier, R.

Strange aa it may appear, the ofiScera and 
passengers of the Empress unite in declaring 
that less war talk is heard in Yokohama 
than in Victoria, and that the only " en- 
ga([oment," definite particulars of which 
have been made public, is that resulting in 
the sinking of the Kow Shing. 

The finding of the Court of Inquiry de- 
manded by the British governniont, and 
held at Shanghai on the 17tb Augaet, in 
this latter case, is especially interesting in 
view of the fact that it in no way agrees 
with the telegraphed reports, evidently dic- 
tated bf tho Japmeae, regarding it. The 
iiadtog arrived at la tuua given in the 'East- 
era proas : 

" The court having rrgard to the<circum. 
stances as aiated on affidavit, find aa fol- 

Icvs ; 

"That tho British steamer Kow Shing 
waa deatroyfd and sunk on the 25th of July, 
of Shopeiul laland, by a broadside tired into 
her by u Japanese man-of-war, suppoaed to 
be the Naniwa kan, and that no blumo is 
attributable to the master, cortifioutod i lli 
cers or crew of tho Kow Shing. 

"The Court denires to place on rooord 
their opinion that Captain Galsworthy and 
the officers (f the Kow Shing showed great 
judgment and ciolnesa under t^ing oircum- 
atanoei, acd did all in their power to avert 
the oatMttrophe-" 

Captain dklaworthy'a report of thealnking 
of hia abip ia given in the Japaneae press aa 
lollowa;: "Tbie Britisli attanaaltlp Kow 
Shing, otraed by the Indo-China S. N. Co. , 
left Shanghai on July 17, bound to Taku, 
under ohacter to carry Chinese troopa from 
that port to A-San, on the coast of {Korea. 
Arriving at Taku on the 20ih, arringementa 
were made to ship the troop's, and on tho 
2;!fd 1,100 came on board, including two 
(ienorala, a number of other ollicera of vari- 
ous ranks, and u German ex army oliioer 
named Henniken, who c^imo aa an ordiiia'y 
passenger. At '.)-JA) p.m, on the liiird thu 
ship prooecdtd on tiiT yoyugo to A Kin. AU 
went well until thu njuruiug of tho 25oh, 
when, ot! Shopeiul iKlaud, wu pa.ssed u man- 
of-war Hying tho Japaucae naval ensign, 
with a white ilig above it. This vessel 
proved to be tho Chincao warship Toi Vuon. 
Shortly aftorwardawosightod three Japanese 
nien-ot-war, tho Naniwa, Yoshino, and an- 
other (probably tho Akitauahiinu) Tho 
Naniwo at once steamed towarcia u», (lying 
a signal ordering us to stop. .Sho alao firea 
two blank charges, and aiguallcd us to 
.anohor, which wo at onco did. Ttio Nmiwa 
then steamed away, apparently to communi- 
oato with the other ships. I at onco in- 
tjuired by signal if I might proooed, to which 
the Nuniwa replied : ' Hoavo-Lo or take tho 
consf quencpp.' A boat then oaino from tho 
Naoina, and an ofiicor camo on board, Ho 
woe received at the gangway, and ho ntk d 
to a«e the ahlp'a papers. iThey wore shown 
to him, and hia attention particularly called 
1 1 the fact (hat abe waa a British ship. 
Numerous other queationa nereaiked and 
answered, the moat important one being : 
* Would the Kow Shing follow the Naniwa!' 
Bsiog utterly helpless against a man-of.war, 
I replied that there woiud be no alternative 
but to do so under protest, if ordered, 

"Tho ofTiBor then left tho ship, and pro- 
ceeded to tho Naniwa. Shortly after, being 
■till at anohor, I waa ordered by 
aignal to cut, slip, or weigh immediately. 
Tho Chinese gonorala learning tho meaning 
of the aignala, and finding preparations wore 
being made to follow tho Naniwa, objootod 
moab emphatioally. They were told how 
useless it would be to reslsti m one shot 



would sink them in o short time. The 
gonorala then said they would rather die 
than obey Japanese orders, and as they had 
1,100 mtn against 400 on the Naniwa, tbfy 
would li"hl' eonnor than surrender. They 
were told that if thoy decided to fight, the 
foreign ofiioers would leave tho ship. The 
generals then gavo orders to tho troops on 
deck to kill ua if wo obeyed tho orders of 
the Japsneeo or attempted to leave tho ahip. 
With geaturea thoy threatened to cut ofl our 
beads, to scab, or shoot ua ; and a lot of men 
we e selected to watoh us and carry out the 
order. A signal was then made requesting 
the Naniwa to send a boat, in order to com 
munioato the state of afTairs. A boat was at 
onco sent, but a crowd of armed Cbineeo took 
posaession of the gangway, until I prevailed 
on the Generals to send them away. Even- 
tually tho officers came alongside, and a 
measuge-Ior tho Commander of the Naniwa 
was sent, stating that the Chinese refused 
to allow tho Kow Shing to be taken a prison 
cr, and inslatod upon returning to Taku. It 
.vas again pointed out that she was a British 
ship, and th«t she had left port before war 
had been declared. Tho boat then returned 
to the Naniwa, and on her arrival a signal 
was hoisted, ordering the Europeans to leave 
the ship at onoe. A reply was given that 
they were not allowed to leave, and asking 
for a boat to be Bent. Notice was aent to 
the engineers to be handy oh deck in oaae 
the Japaneae fired. The Naniwa shortly 
af terwarda replied that a boat could not be 
sent. The Naniwa then hoisted a red flag 
at the lire, which waa apparently a signal 
for discharging a torpedo, aa one waa fired 
at tho Kow Shing, but missed her. A broad, 
aide of five guns was then fired. 

" At tho time, I was on the bridge, iny 
ofBcera having left, it, and seeing that the 
soldiers sent to watch me had left their sta- 
tion at tho foot of the ladder, I rushed to 
the wheel haute, and, after obtaining a life- 
bolt (tho lust ono remaining), I jumped over 
tho ship's sldo. In doing bo I heard a ter- 
rific explosion, and upon returning to tho 
surface of tho sea I found the atmosphoro 
was thick with smoke and fino coal poK-d.Tr. 
I at once struck out for the ahoie, dwfant 
about 11 mile. There wore many Cliinceo 
in tho water, but I only saw one European,' 
Mr. Von Hanniken. Aa tho air cleared, a 
bullet struck tha water close to iny ear, and 
was followed by a abowor of luiUeta. Know- 
ing that shot from tho Naniwa cculd not 
strike near me, owing to being sheltered by 
tho hull of the Kow Shing, I turned on my 
back, and saw Chinoee soldiers firing at me 
from the deck and tho 'twean deck porta. 
As far as possible I protected the back of 
my head with the life-belt, and sworn as 
low in the water as 1 could. Firing from 
the Naniwa's broadside and machine guns 
was continued until shortly before the 
Kow Shing wont down, btera firat. After 
being in the water eonie time, I was picked 
up by the Naniwa's cutter, in a very ex- 
hausted vendition. The same boat bad 
already reaoned one of the qnartermaatera, 
who haid been wounded in the neck with a 
rifle bullet. Oe arriving at the Naniwa we 
found that the chief officer ivaa the only 
other pi rson saved by the Japanese, leaving 
five Europians connooted with the ship, ana 
the passenger, missing. I requested another 
boat to be sent, but am afraid that no fur- 
ther attempts were made to find them. We 
anchored ofT Sbopelnl about 9 a.m. Tne 
firing commenced about 1 p.m., and we were 
taken aboard the Naniwa about 30 p. m. 
(Daring the evening the Naniwa otoamed 
away, arriving tho next a.m. at the rendez- 
vous of tho Japanese fleet in Korea. We 
were then tranaferrod to tho Yayoyama, 
together with a D;inish electrician, named 
Muhlenatedt, and about sixty Chinese, 
who were token prisoners from the 
Chinese s.s. Tso Kiong, the same day. The 
Yoyeyama thou proceeded to Sneeho, arriv- 
ing on tho a.m. of the 2S;h. From Saceho, 
myself and Mr. Taniplin, the chief cliicor, 
came here in a small tender at noon on 
Saturday last, having in tho meantime been 
interviewed by Mr. Suyeenatsn Kencho, 
president of the Imperial Hoard of Legisla- 
ture, who came dawn from Tokyo for that 
purpose. The quarter-master remained be 
hind owing to his wound not having properly 
healed up; whilst Mr. Mahlenatedt ia being 
further detained. During our detention we 
•received every care and attention neceaaary 
for our comfort. After arriving hero we 
prnoeedcd to H. M.'a Consulate and made an 
affidavit of the entire circumstances. The 
Naniwa, I may mention, had been damaged 
on the port quarter from a shot fired from 
the Tel-yuen in the morning. I cin posi- 
tively say 1 did not see tho Japanese fire on 
th9 Chinesa in tho woter. The Chinese 
killed many ot their own people." 

The latest m&il advices from tho seat of 
war received by the Empress will be found 
in another column of tbie issue. The big 
C. P. B. liner made good time on the pass 
age, leaving^ Yokohama two days and a half 
after the Pern (bound for San Francisco) 
and the Sikh (for this fori) and reaohing 
here only a few hours behind the former 
and ahead of the latter. The Sikh was 
passed thirty hours out on the voyago, but 
up to thu hour of going to preas had not 
been repurtcd. Captain Archibald, of the 
Empress, says thot she will probably arrive 
about Saturday morning. 

Captain Cox and Mr. Adama, both of the 
well known firm of E B. Marvin ,V Co., 
havo been in Japan for several months look- 
ing after tho sealing intoreata of tho firm. 
They report that all tho Boaling achoonera 
havo now eilhor oailnd for home from Japan- 
.ese ports or gone North hunting, tho Car- 
lottu G. Cox being tho last of the lluet to 
.getaway. Tho sealing schooner Wahlbnrg, 
of San Franoiaoo, rcturuod to H'\ko- 
dato from tho Copper Islanda only 
a few days booro Captain Cox 
left Jupan, tho illnosa of Captain Carow, 
her niaalcr, ncccesitating her return to i)i)rt; 
tho skipper died aoou after entering the 
hoBptt»l. Consumption waa tho causo ijf 
death, and tho i)»Tiii(raph publiahed In the 
Koyoki that Capii.111 Carow had auirered at 
tho handa of hia crow was abfiolutely with- 
out foundation iu any auapicioua fact. 

Captain Cox deniei without qualification 
the report that he was recently offered the 
charge of one of tho Japanese <lock yards, or 
contemplated entering any branch of the 
Japanese service, The Japanese docks are 
now c'csed to all foreign shipping, being 
held ready for use by the Mikado's men-of- 
war, and forelgaera are advised to keep 
away from Japan if in search of military or 
naval oflie'r. Tho government are aue> 
picious of Europeans and confident in their 
own ability; hence "no cntsidera need 

apply-" ^

TSS PRAOTIOAL MAN." 

In conueution with the projected improve 
ment of the water works we hear a good 
deal of talk about the value of the services 
of " prootioal men." These practical men, 
be it obaerved, have picked up their 
knowledge, or what they oonaider their 
knowledge, anyhow. They know nothing 
of science, thoy have served no apprentice 
•hip to the calling thty follow, for moat cf 
them are jaoka-of-aU tradea, and very few of 
them have ever pretended to study. These 
are the men whom the citizens of Victoria 
are asked by some of their advisers 
to place confidence In, in preference 
to scientific experts and to professional 
men who have won for themselves a reputa- 
tion for skill and integrity. 

The men who thick that practical men 
should be preferred to professional men in 
the important matter of improving the 
city's water supply would not draam of em- 
ploying a merely practical man to mend a 
rent in a coat or stop a hole in a boot. 
Whenever torn coats or the boots need re- 
pairing they immediately take them to 
skilled men who have earned a reputation as 
menders of ooats and repairers of boots. A 
ineife botbh or- dobWet" will- riot do them. 
They want their work done ia a workman- 
like manner. And they are right. 
The praotloal man may do very 
well to oontract for city jobs, 
to be done under the supervision of other 
practical men, but when it comes to mend- 
ing; coats, repairing panta, shoeing horses or 
even sharpening pioka, the services of a 
skilled man must be obtained. 

Common sense is loudly and justly com- 
mended, but common aensc, valuable aa it is, 
haa its limitations. Who is it that would 
truat to unaided common sense toaetabroken 
leg, build a house, or conduct a law suit 1 
In order to do these things well common 
sense must get a great deal of' assistance. 
Schools and colleges must bo attended and a 
groat deal of time must bo apont in study. 
With tho apooial knowledge gained through 
those means, conimon sense can do a great 
deal. Without their honest and diligent 
. use common sense is no better than a quack 
and'ei blunderer. 

It is becuuBo that the Council has de- 
pended altogether too much on practical men, 
so-called, that the city's water supply has 
been allowed to got into its present dis- 
graceful condition. If it had been for the 
last eight or ten years nndei- the -mre of a 
gsnnine expert, and ii he had*' l>eoii per- 
mitted to manage it as ho saw lit, the water 
of Elk Lake would never have been allowed 
to detoriorato. Tho filter beds would have 
been kept in good order, and every thing 
else that was needed to keep tho supply in 
the iMSt condition poeeible would have been 
done, and that at a moderate ooaf. 
An exjperb who really doaorvod tho titlo 
would have saved his salary to tho uity 
many tinioa over, and the oitizena would 
hnvo uBcd thu water with which lie bupplied 
them with easy minds. It is beoauee men 
who could not reasonably, be expected to 
know anything about water works virtually 
took the management of them into their own 
hands and kept on blundering year after 
year, that the oify ia now ri quired to go to 
a oonsiderablo oxponso to make tho natural- 
ly good water cf the lake lie to drluk. And 
it' appears that the aldetmon have not profit- 



ed by the Council's experionoe. They seem 
still bent upon going on in the same old way 
and spending large sums of money, nnderthe 
direction of so-called practical men, who in 
the right sonp.o are nob practical men at ail. 
It may be objected that the Council has a 
prcfessional adviser. So it has. But who ia 
to cuarantee that its monibere will consent 
to be (lutded by his advice. Previous coun- 
cils have not eubmittod to the guidance of 
profetaion.'il adviBcrf, 'inil who ia to say that 
tlio jiTL^eent C jui:cil will give their profea- 
siouul adviutr a free h wid ? Tlio citizens 
now, we thick, see tho importunce of getting 
advice with respeot to tho water works that 
is perfeetly. independent, that is aboye ;and 
beyond the sugpioio'n bf'being'swa'yld by 
any influenoa whatever. 

It seems inipoBaiblo to prevent aldermen 
having their own notions and theories with 
respect to tho water supply and of doing 
what thoy can to carry them into ell'dot. It 
would, we dare 8fty,offend spmeof the alder- 
men and also many of the ratepayers to 
toll them that thoy have no right 
to an opinion on iiiiuy subjects, 
liut wo must, as modestly and aa politely as 
we know how. say that this is the case. 
There are many matters, and those of great 
importance,- on which the most intelligent 
men In the community have no right to 
form an opinion. Let us illustrate what 
we moan. How many oitizana are there, no 
matter what their capacity or wliat their 
attainmouta, who would fcol justified iu 
forming an opinion aa to the course that 
Captain Badlin might see fit to steer in or- 
der to take his sbip safely into the harbor 
ot Vancouver? What would be thought of 
tho practical man who wonld tell that vet- 
eran navigator that the course he was steer- 
ing waa not the proper one, and that he must 
ateer a few points in this direction or a few 
points in that, in order to short- 
en the . diatahoe or to avoid dan- 
ger? AVould not the landsman who 
should presume to form an opinion as to 
the way in which Cipt. Rudlin was navi- 
gating his ship be considered a presumptu- 
ous lunatic ? And why ? Because he knew 
notbini{ about navigation and about' the 
channels and islands and rooks and currents 
of the Strait and Gulf. It ia {ast the same, 
though perhaps in not so great a degree with 
respect to other subjects, the water works 
among the rest. No man should consider 
that he has a right to form an opinion on a 
question until be has acqaired a good deal of 
knowledge with respect to it. It is no re- 
proach to a man that he does not know 
enough about a subject requiring special 
knowledge to master, to have to say that he 
does not know enough about it to form an 
intelligent opinion upon it, and that he 
must leave the deoislon on it. to those who 
do nnderstand it. To return to our 
ijlnstratlon. There may liaire. been many 
men on board the steamer who were 
Captain Rodlin'a superiors in ability and in- 
telligence, yet the wiser and the better in- 
formed they were the more content they 
would be to rely implicitly on the experi- 
enced captain's knowledge of the art of 
navigation. 

There are not, we venture 'to say,' very 
many in this city — and we include among 
the many the City Council — who can tell 
whether our ingenious correspondent, Mr. 
W. li. Losee'a, scheme to supply the city 
with water ia prac'.ioable or not. A com- 
petent bydranlio engineerconld deoideaf ter a 
very stibrt examination, whether or not it 
waa in aooordaoce with the laws of hydro- 
statics and whether it Is calculated to ac- 
complish the purpose intended. To eubmit 
euch a scheme to tho Mayor and Aldermen 
would be like asking them to translate an 
ode of Horace or a oUspter of the £.oran. 
They will have to submit Losee's scheme 
to an expert and rely implloitly on his 
decision. This is no reflection on the 
City Council. Not ono of them is a trained 
engineer. If, then, they must of neeeneity 
submit Mr, Loaee's scheme to an experi- 
enced engineer,' will it not be jost as neces- 
sary 'to anbtiait any project that may be de- 
vised for improving and extending the water 
works and all connected with them to a 
man allowed to be a competent authority, 
and to act as ho directs? To take any 
other course would be the extreme of un- 
wisdom. 



TOO MUGH FUSS. 

The Toronto Globe devotes a great deal of 
its space to an account of some strange 
noiaes that were heard some time in June 
last in a country sohoolhouse in the county 
of Durham, Ontario. From what those 
noises proceeded waa a mystery then and is 
a mystery now. What tho object of the 
maker or makers of the noises waa it ia ditli- 
cult to conjecture. There was no one to 
scare or to impress but*' 'an unfortunate 
school mistrosB and a small number of not 
very impressionable children, for thoy, ao 
far from being awed or ecurod by tho noiaoa, 
seemed to have got some amusement out of 
them. Was this beouuao u atop waa put 
to study while they, .l^ksted,. . and that 
the exoltoment ' whibn they caused 
gave them some welcome bolidsya ? 
If we at this distance were permitted a 
aurmiso as to tho cauae of tho extraordinary 
sounds that wore heard, wo should say that 
tho youngators were in somo way instru- 
mental iu producing them. They, at any 
rate, were the only persona who gob any fun 
out of them. They worried the poor toMho^ 
into a nervons.fit, and they gavg ..ihe'teMhers 
and the parents of the children no end of 
trouble and put them to acme expense.'' ''' '' 

If thoy were spirits from some vasty 
deep who made tho noiaoa to oblige the 
children and to worry the achoolmistrosa, 
all that we have to say is they had very lit- 
he to do, One would think that if they 
thought It worth their v/hile to revisit the 
glimpsca, not of tho moon, but of tho eun, 
thoy would do it for somo naoful or import- 
ant purpnuo, To go to eo niuoh trouble 
merely for the sake of getting up an cxoito 
^ent in a baok;;roods settlement, seems to be { 



altogether beneath their dignity. If they 
bad taken it into their heads— assuming that 
they have heads — to haunt the Globe ofiBoe 
and to eet the hair of the editors, re- 
porters, proof-readers and compoaitors of 
that paper on end, thoro would bo aomesenae 
in it. They all, no doubt, deaorvo to be 
pretty well shaken tip for their eins and 
shortcomings. The visitation would cer- 
tainly have set phycbolofjlcal, splriluul and 
other sooietiea agog, and tho whole of Cana- 
da as well aa a good part of tho United 
Statea would be treated to » Srat-olasa aen- 
Ocktion. But a nervous achool mistreaa and 
her Quck of iooocent, if mischievous, child- 
rin, fie,';how could ye do it? Juat here we 
are tempted to philoaophisn on the purpcse- 
losancaa of spiritual or supernatural or pre- 
ternatural nianifoatations in these latter 
days, but space forbids. 

''the NEWS FROM JAPAN. 

Those who tuko up the Japan papers ex- 
pecting to find in tbem freah and reliable 
news about the war in Korea will be 
grievously disappointed. There is very 
littio ncwa in them, and there arc in- 
ainuations— perhaps aomething stronger — 
that tho aooounta from tho seat of war in 
tho native popors are colored to Buit the 
supposed inteiesta of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. The Japan Mail, in reply to tho 
strictures of the independent press of Yoko- 
hama, says : 

"The Japanese Government ia roundly 
accused by these journals of withholding 
tho truth from the public, and purpoaely 
oonoealiug unfavorable details. Now it 
may be very Well that the Japanese 
authorities do not intend to have the 
people dosed with undiluted truth, 
and that they are reaoWed to prevent 
anything like a national panic, auch aa may 
occur wore evil intelligence circulated with 
out restraint. Were that their policy it 
would be a perfectly sound policy. " 

"Dosed with undiluted truth" ia rich. 
From the tone of this paper, which appears 
to be iu tho confidence of the Government, 
there is not muoh fear of tho people of 
Japan being hurt by the amount of truth 
contained in tho telegrams. They are all 
evited by the Government censors, and 
mutilated and garbled to suit the offi- 
cial taste. If the independent press wanted 
to fiad out how much or bow little truth 
there ia in the war news, thoy could not 
hope to succeed, for tho Government keeps 
a close watch on every Word that comes over 
the cable, and the native paiiers are not 
allowed to pabliab news from any other 
source without first submitting it to the 
Government censors. 

There has been some uncertainty as to 
how the Japanese are regarded by the Kor- 
eans. We were told at one time that the 
natives of the peninsula looked upon the 
Japanese as friends, but a correspondent of 
the Kobe Herald writing from ^Seoul tells a 
very different atory. Be says bonsclsely but 
not very elegantly that " the Koreans hate 
the Japanese as tho devil is popularly sup- 
posed to hate holy water." " It needs uo 
deaoriptive art," he ooutinues, " to make 
clear the trne import and significance of this 
fact. Sines the arrival of the- Japanese 
troops in Seoal not a Korean coolie, hot a 
Korean of any kind has really lent assist- 
ance of any description to the 
Japanese. The difEoultiea they experi- 
ence in the matter of transport alone — for 
provisiona as well as munitions of war — 
are enormcna. Tbey^'Biinply cannot move 
with due celerity from place to place. To 
a alight extent this obstacle has been over- 
come by bringing over hundreds of Japanese 
coolies, but tbe force oq the spot ia alto- 
gether inadcfjuate. Aa it ie, the Japanese 
military trains dare not venture from place 
to place withoat a strong guard." To carry 
on warlike operations, not only In tbe face 
of a formidable enemy but among an un- 
friendly population, must increase both the 
ditfiuttltiea and the dangers of the campaign. 
We have seen nothing in the papers that we 
have glanced through to lead ua to believe 
that the Japanese ba^e made, much head- 
way in Korea. / •

A orafb familiar to Victoria pioneer 
marine men is the American echnoner Louis 
Olsen, which arrived In port last evening 
en route from her sealing expedition, yoare 
ago tho schooner was known as the Dolphin, 
at which time sho belonged to Captain War- 
ren. She was one of the first sealers ever 
soized by an American cutter in Behring 
Sea, and it was after that seizure that she 
became an American bottom, having been 
purchased and taken to Astoria. Tho 
Boliooocr has hud an cxteoBivu aoaling cruiae 
since sho loft home, tho last part of which 
was by far tho roughest. In tho early part 
of tho ycor tho schooner hunted 
oil' the Japaneao coast, From there the 
wont to Atu and thence to OiiDalflsku, 
where sho oloarod for Behring sea on July 
28, In tho sea eomo very rough weather 
was experienood, notwithstanding which 
sho added 84 skins to her Bnaaon'a catch, 
which in all amounted to 1,200 odd tk\nn. 
While getting llieae fow alio was boarded 
by Fish CommiaaioDor A. B. Alexander, of 
tho U. S S. AlbAirosH. Mr. Alexander, 
who ia described by the Olson's crew as an 
old " auU," has been buny during the year 
atudying seal life and boarded tho schooner 
for the purpoas of unnlyaing the stomacha 
and other internal parts of the seal in 
Boaroh of information as to its feeding habits. 
After getting the data detired ho was unable 
to return to tiis ship through rough weather 
as the vessels .lost track of,,, oaa ^another. 
Two sohooners, however, were'- spoken . by 
the Olsen before 'she left! the sea. They 
were the.Fawnsnd Kate, but both reported 
poor Itiok. — 
. . Just as.the ioiiooner was ooming in last 
ufght an aocident oooorred which might 
have caused much aorrow. She had got up 
the straits and- was bob a short diatanco 
from Race Rocks when she became becalm- 
ed. A boat was lowered and three sailors 
started for ahoro to secure a tug. Mean- 
while, however, the steamer Hadio had 
sighted tho sohoouer ond gave her a lino. 
Before towing her far the email boat was 
noticed in the distance by thoaa aboard tho 
steamer. Sho appeared to bo oapaizad. 
Tho tug hurriod to tbo roscuo and was just 
in time to save the lives of those 
who had boon overturned and set 
adrift from their small craft. The men 
were just about exhausted when picked up. 
It was this incidenl which last night gave 
rise to the rumor that three men bad been 
drowned in the straits.

Chinese Government Communicate 
Their Side of tlie Question to 
Foreign Repre&eutativeH. 



The Whole Biams of the Present 
War Laid oa tlie Jap« • 



The Peking und Tientain Tiin«B gWea the 
foUowiog trantilation of a recently iaened 
circular note, addressed to tho miniatera of 
various countriea by the Chinese imperiul 
forei^D ollice, for ootn municiktion to their re- 
spective governments : 

'* WhereM, eooie time baok a rebellion 
broke out ia tbe district of Ch'iin Lor in 
Korea, and the King of that country sent 
written application for aSBiataiice,which waa 
preaonted to ua in a nneniorial through the 
Viceroy of tho North (Li Hung ohang). Our 
Imperial Majesty, considorine; that on two 
previous oocaaiona rebelliona had been sup- 
pressed hj our asatotance, made special dis- 
poaition of troops, whicb did not, however, 
enter Seoul, tho capital of Korea, but went 
direct to the rebelhoua districta with a view 
to extirpate the rebellion. At the first 
rumor of their approach the rebels dis 
peraed, and our army, having brought mer 
olfal relief to the diatreaaed people, medi 
tated a viotorioua retirement. 

" But to our BBtoniahment Japan also dis 
patched tcoops to Korea, pretending that it 
waa for the purpoas of asalatiog to quell the 
rebellioD, their real objeot being to oooupy 
Seoul, whioh they did, and posting them- 
aelveiati all the important paaaea they con- 
tinued to reinforoa themaelvea until their 
number roao to upwards of 10,000 men. 
Xhey demanded that) Korea should repudi- 
ate her allegianoB to Cbina and declare her- 
self independenti Jajpan further drew up 
A great number of rtilea aa'd regulations (for 
the alteration of tbe government of Korea) 
'which they required tuo King to conform to 
in every detail, 

"That Korea haa been a dependency of 
China from time iniinemorial in known to 
aU the world, and theroforo when your dif- 
ieront respooted nations established treatiea 
with that kingdom auoh treaties were duly 
approved and recorded by ourselves. For 
Japan to ignore this in so high-handed a 
manner is aaoiirence against tho dignity and 
authority of China, and a grave breach of 
the pre-existing harmonious relations, 

" To advice reform in iuternul administra- 
tion on the pirt of a neighboring kingdom 
may be a laudabl-o objtct, but this oiu only 
be done by friendl-y cuunael and exhortation. 
It has never been considered right to en- 
force it with large arniiea and direct and 
strenuous coercion, aadjnot only ia it impos- 
sible -for China to sit-otiU and see heraelf so 
ignominioualy treated^ but we opine that it 
would be equally intolerable to any ol your 
respective governments. 

"The English and Rvissian governments 
have repuatedly instructed their repreaenta- 
tives stationed in Japau to exhort the 
Japanese Minister for Foreign AlFiirs to da- 
nist from this unjustifiable course; and fur- 
thermore, tile British Miniiterior Foreign 
Affairs has advised Japan to witlidraw from 
Seoul, 80 cbab the OhiaeM and Japanese 
foroea may eaoh ocoupy a separate position; 
and that Koreas afi°airs should be setiled by 
peacefal negiqtUtlon, 

" Tois was an e^ctremely fair and juat pro- 
posal j bat Japan Jtcbbornly refused to take 
it into consideration, but on 1,1^0 contrary, 
.B;;ain strengthened his re infi^ooments so 
.that the people of Komo^ tog,?ther with our 
(Chinese ,mer.cb&ats resident the,~e, have been 
/Jaily mofe alarmed and diaturbei.

nj8n<i«bJ« fiOwbs of the different ilJovern- 
ments to a"^f*8t » pftaoaful solution of the 
Koreao iueation, hw f/jldly abatained from v 
any act of bloodsheci, ^Wflh jvould lead to!

*■ I'have already had the advantage of a 
realdenoe of als years in Your Imperial 
Majesty's dominions and of making many 
frieqds among Your Imperial Majesty's sub- 
jeota, and ventnre to express tho hope that 
I may be an Inatrnment for strengthening 
the relationa of amity and of peaceful com- 
moroial intorcourao which alre<vdy happily 
exist between Japan and Oreal Britain, and 
which it must always bo tha desire of both 
nations to render ua intimato as poaaiblo." 

Tho Kmperor replied : " 1 am uiuoh grati- 
fied at receiving tho letter of Uur M»juaty 
tho Queen of England appoint ing you I'jnvoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
in Japan, Uy Your Kxoolleuoy'u former so- 
journ in Japan, I am already well DC<iuaintod 
wiih Your K.-ccolIoncy, and I am convinced 
that you will thoroughly acquit yourself of 
tho miasion entrusted to you in strongthon- 
ing tho good rolationa that happily exist, I 
trust Her Majesty tho Queen is in good 
health. I am much gratified that tho new 
treaty between England and Japan has boon 
concluded, and I trust Vour Excellency will 
promote it by your good ofBoes, Tho letter 
of Her Majesty the Queen informing mo of 
the birth of a Fcinoe, aon of tbe Duke of 
York, haa glyvnmemueh ];deasiire and I 
offer my tlnoeM ooDgrfttnlftMotia. I am glad

CHINESE TUEATY. 

Ratlflcatlons to be Shortly Kxcliani;(Ml With 
the United States. 

Washington Citv, Sept. 6 — Before 
Secretary Greaham left for the West he bad 
a conference with the Chinese minister con- 
cerning the Chinese treaty whioh waa rati- • 
ged by the senate a abort time btf ire ad- 
journment. Minister Yang Yui told Secre- 
tary Greaham that owing to tho war no 
action had been taken by the Chinese 
government. China haa been oflioially 
notified by the state department ot the 
ratification of the treaty on the part of the 
United States, and as soon as the treaty is - 
ratified by Cbina and official notice given 
to the United States, the ratification will be - 
exchanged by the two governments and. 
proclamations will bo issued. No action 
will be taken by the United States looking .

Then 
the secretary of the treasury will isaue in- 
structions to the collector of customs in 
aocordanco with the treaty. Secretary 
Gresham and the Chinese miniater discussed 
the present status of the treaty, and the • 
minister was assured that as soon as notice 
of action by bis government waa ofEcially 
received, the United States would proceed 
with its parfc of the contract.

BUYING A NAVY. 
Continued from page One, 



CCbe Chineae force at Yashan ha> been en- 
tirely annihilated, and Tapan has now 30,- 
"OQO troopa in Korea. The reinforoemente 
IiaVo been landed at Fnaan and Geosan, and 
were <»nverRlng upon Phyongyang, aomo 
diatanoe to the north of Seoul, in readineas 
to meet the ChineBe army aaid tohavo oroaa- 
ed into Korea from Manchuria; but wii learn 
that the Kirin troopa were oniy throo days' 
march from Suoul on Saturday," 

A few daya later the aamo paper aaya : 
" Xhero arc aome who thinly that the Japan- 
eso will go on piling up aucueesca in the 
present war, thoir reaponalble atateamon 
really organizing viotoiy, and that thoy will 
bring Cliina to her Uneoa before the winter 
aets in, Iho latter being glad to buy peace 
with tlie loas of Korea and the payment of & 
heavy indemnity. There are othora wlio 
hold that ihouyh China may bo defeated at 
■firat, aho will, as Li Hung-ohang put it in 
the interview wliioh the Timea' correspond- 
ent; had with him, light it out to the bitter 
end. If the Japanoee go; to Peking in the 
late autumn they will lind it very trying to 
occupy it during the winter, haraaaod as 
thoir communioatioua will bo by the olouda 
of horaemon that China can call down from 
the North. It ia doubtful if Japan'a re- 
aourcca will laat out if the war ia prolonged; 
and it will be a great Btcaio on hor to main- 
tain the 'atrngele at the same time at Peking 
and in Korea against the numbers that China 
oan bring into tho field with foreign ofliotri." 
The Chineae would aeem to have for tho 
moment much better knowledge of the 
movementa of tho Japanese ahipa than the 
latter have of the Chineae ariuadron'a where- 
abouts, the chance of ooming to close quar- 
ters is therefore remote for the preacnt." 

From a .ptivate letter from Formosa it ia 
leartied that there was tremendous exoito- 
ment at Tukshan, a port on the west coast, 
some days ago, when it was reported that 
several Japanese warships were going tottt- 
taoh the place. Ten thousand soldiera were 
hastily diapatohed from the capital, Tai- 
peb'ftt, and ^reat preparations were made 
for resisting the expected attack; bub they 
were relaxed when it was found that no 
enemy appeared, and things reanmed their 
normal slow-going oourae. But the Chinese 
are very apprehenaive that they will be at- 
tacked before long in that quarter, and the 
steamers Smith and Cass are running con- 
stantly between the island and the mainland, 
with troopa and muniliooa of war. No 
Japanese cruiaer appears to bo in that neigh- 
borhood at present. 

The attitude of the European powers still 
ia — and must remain — worthy of the utmost 
attention of the Oriental press. In dla- 
onssiog the neutrality of Russia, the Koku- 
min Sbimbun atatea that " the Czar's gov- 
ernment has announced that it will obaerve 
neutrality so long as Russian territory is not 

' Inteirfered with. This practically amounts 
to a'declsration of neutrality, as the war 
cannot by any means extend to Russian ter- 
ritory. Aa all tho European powers have 
treaties with Japan, thoir neutrality was to 
be expected as a matter of oourae. Still tho 
attitude of Anasia is worth a little atten- 
tloHi When the' Chinese government first 

•diapatohed troops to Korea, the London 
Standard .promptly stated that an under- 
standing exiited between Cbiaa and Russia, 
the latter obtaining freedom of action in the 
Pamirs while China was to enjoy freedom of 
action in Korea. The state of affairs now ia 
thao while Russia has obtained what she 
wanted, China ia prevented by Japan f(t>m 
reaping any benefit from the concession 
which she obtained, and, in addition, 
Russia is neutral. What then baa China 
gained ': " 

The British policy, next to the Russian, 
ia fie matter of moat conoern to tho bellig- 
erents (and to all the residents of the East), 
and the papers of both China and Japan 
notice that Her Majeaty'a government, as 
represented by Admiral Freeniantle, ia de- 
termined to have a force at command sulii- 
cient to pro'eot all British lives and enforce 
the reoognitidn of Britiah rights. Tho ahipa 
now on the scene are the Centurion, Mor- 
■chry, Undaunted, Severn, Porpoise and Lin- 
net, while nine more men of -war flying the 
Britiah flag were daily expected at Coefoo 
at last |ad vices;- It was also rumored that 
Admiral Fresmantle had telegraphed for re- 
inforcements from' tbe;^Paoifio tquadroD, bis 
-oEBoers considering it very likely that ho 
will ask for the flagship Boyal Arthur, the 
Melpomene and one or two other vessels. It 
was known in Obefoo when the Linnet left 
that the French iquadron on the China sta- 
tion were going to Viadivostook, and it is 
expected that they will aot in concert with 
the Russian fleet in the event of any com- 
plications between the European powers 
arising out of the Korean war. "The tactics 
of the Japanese admiral in keeping hia 
ships concentrated are very much admired 
by tho Britiah naval officera," aay the Jap- 
aneao jiipera, " whilst thoae of the Chicoa) 
only cj;cite contempt and derision onboard 
Her Majtaty's ahipa." 

Drani«.tic incidents of the war are now 
onminf! in, r,f which tho following from tho 
Ivibo HeruUiaro examplea : 
" In the cnganemeut between the Taiyuon 
and the Japanese war aliipa the lirst ahot 
disabled the Chincao ship'a conning tower 
and bi(.''i0 uU the cnijine room ami other 
telegriippH, besid»;H killing three men in it. 
The nt-xi Hhol disabled the turnint; machin- 
ery of he: forward barbette gun, without in- 
juring thy gun itself, while the next ahot 
Went ligHt. through the ship, struck a gun 
Btandini; on the opposite aide, glanced oif, 
went afr, and after golngthrough the deuk, 
lodgod in a hammock. Fiigbteeu men were 
killed in tho engagement and thirty odd 
wounded, the latter by apUntere. The lieu- 
tenant who worked the after gnn was badly 
wounded, but he refused to leave his gun 
and continued to nse his aexta&t to get the 
angle for firing. Thh officer was one of thj 
iVmericko student^'." 

" The gallant Major Vctt Hanneken, of 
tho Kow Sning, has had a hard time of it. 
\Vhen the Japanese fired the torpedo, be 
jumped into the water. He saw Captain 
Calaworthy ond adjusted hia life bait for 
him. A manly aot under tho circumatancoa, 
but only what wo expected from Von H' n- 
nekon. Ho ia suopoaed to bavo been live 
houra ir. iho water, Btruggling for three 
boiirs againHt the tide, and then he got it 
with liini and awain for an island. Ho litat 
reached an oyster ruck where lie lay for 
anme time in an cxliauated condition. Ho 
then Bwam again a eliortdiatanco acroaa to the 
ialaiid vvhiTo auvoral autvivora had clroady 
arrived. Thoy hailed him with great antia- 
faction, all clinging to him ; some were in 
a fearful condition, their bodioa having boon 
acalded by steam. Thoy went up this steep 
island and after nno hour and a halt's walk 
thoy ronoheda Korean fishing village, where 
they were treated with great kindness by 
the poor fiohormon. who gavo them food and 
shelter. From this island they wont across 
to a larger island, where von Hanneken got 
a boat and after aome protestations from tho 
ObincsB soldiers, who were all holding on to 
ihim OB thoir protector, ha went to Chemulpo 
-where be met the Iltia. to whose captain be 
reported the a flair. The litis proceeded 
ivl'h'a Chinese junk to the island and took 
'CiV the sarvivors. We hear that von Han- 



neken has sent the poor islanders a' royal 

gift." 

A Tientsin correspondent, writing on 
August 9, says that it ia currently stated in 
Korea, according to reports bronght to 
Tientsin by the Kweiyang, that the British 
and Russian authorities there have given 
the Japanese notice to quit and allow them 
two months to evaenate the peninsula. On 
the other band it' Is well known that the 
Japanese have notified the proper authorl* 
ties that they intended to take over the 
Korean Customs by September 1. These 
are Chinese reports. Meanwhile it is 
learned on the authority of Eoglieh residents 
that England and Russia are working 
cordially together in endeavoring to bring 
the combatants to terms; while Russia 
entirely coincides with the English view of 
the Japanese outrage on the Kow Shing, 
and her represtntatives are instructed to 
uupport heartily the British claim for repara- 
tion. ■ ■ ■ ?';AiV--', . 

Now that it liaa tranopired that the Vice- 
roy Li'a portego Liu Ming oh'uan hua refus- 
ed to go up to Tientsin or to load tho army 
going to Seoul, it seenia that the ci-ulral 
govbrnment has turned its nttcnliou to tho 
ox Governor of Chineae Turkeatan, Liu 
Chin-t'ang. Thia peraonago ia now at Siang- 
yin, Hunan, and a special secret decree waa 
promulgated on tho 9:h instant, command- 
ing his appearauoe in the North, and order- 
ing that all the veterans of Tao'a army und 
younger Hunanese bo placed untinr Liu 
Chlng-t'ang for active sorvico in tho North. 
This aeoma to indicate that the star of tho 
Anhui faotion under the Viceroy Li is wan- 
ing and that ijhe Hunan element ia coming 
to the front once more. 



Admiral Ting is said to have reported to 
tho grand council at Peking that he often 
moeia men-of-war cruiaing singly or in 
onuplea, which ho believes to be Japanese, 
but whioh promptly hoist the English or 
French colora. He therefore requeata tho 
grand oounoll to inform the powers that ho 
ia going to satisfy himself in future that 
theae ahipa are what they represent them* 
aelves to be. Much recruiting is going on 
among the ManohuB and Mongols, and the 
Prince of Tuan will soon have a large force 
covering Peking. 

It is rumored that the Japanese are in oo 

cnpatlon of ooe or two of the small islands 
stretching across the Gulf of Pechili, from 
nearly opposite Tungchow in Shantung to 
the " Regent's Sword," the point of which 
Is Port Arthur. 

There is little doubt of the truth of the 
report of a French miasionary being mur- 
dered in Korea, though his name has not 
yet been learned. Grave fears are enter- 
tained in Tientsin for the safety of the other 
French missionaries in the neighborhood of 
Ping-yang-do. 

The Chinese throne has appointed Ad- 
miral Yang, naval commander in chief of 
Fnkien province, to the supreme command 
of the forces (naval and military) in the is- 
land of Formes I. Admiral Yang saw a 
great deal of service iu Tonkiog in 18S4 5, 

Since the outbreak of hoalllities between 
China and Japan the Chinese population in 
the ports of Yokohama and Kobe baa been 
reduced by owo thousand. The Chinese gov- 
ernment is said, through its otfioiala in Eu- 
rope, to be attempting to get lorty I']uropean 
military and naval ofBcors to serve in the 
present war. A private telegram is said to 
have been received in Tokio to the elTect 
that It had been proposed at the Chinese 
military council to take advantage of the 
want of men-of-war on tho Japanese coast, 
to send warships to attack a number of 
porta at the same time. "If China baa de- 
cided to take the offensive Instead of the de- 
fensive, she Is welcome," says Shin Cboya, 
" to send her cruisers to Japan waters 
whore tho Japs will show their true spirit 
and make short work of the invader." 

The Japanese government has promulgat- 
ed a decree instituting priza courts, on the 
basis recognized by European and American 
uaage. At present no regulations will be 
iasued in regard to contraband of war, ow- 
ing to poasible complicationa with Western 
powers, but the right ia reserved to aeizs 
neutral ships actually diacovored to bo sup- 
plying China with war material, in accord- 
ance with tho principles of international 
law. 

The Jiji Shimpo says the following waa 
received from Hongkong : The Chiooso ofli 
c'ala in Formoaa have ordered the people 
not only to destroy any Japanese ehipa they 
may find, as war haa been doolared against 
Japan, but are giving aecrot ordera to the 
people to murder any Japanese fcuud on tho 
island. 

A Shanghai dispatch of yesterday says It 
ia reported that the Japanese have threat- 
ened to withdraw their promise not to molest 
Shanghai unless the Kliink Nan arsenal 
there is closed. Tho throat is believed to 
have been made by the Japs for the purpose 
of provoking the British into interference. 

A letter rrciived from a member of the 
Korean customs in Chemulpo reports a sharp 
battle botwetn the Chinese and Japanese 
troops at Piiigaiang on the 13lh or 14cb of 
August. The ('hineae troops were Under 
tJeneral Wei, who ia reported to have led 
hia diviaion (" Shcng corps ") on this oooj- 
aion with reckless courage. The Japanese 
had to retreat and the wholo of the Chinese 
army intended to attack tho Pingsiang Paaa 
on the ISth, all arrangements tendmg to 
that ond having l)eeu made, and lh<y wero 
waiting only for the arrival of the " Ming " 
division of -l,0(IU men to lako p irt in tho at- 
tack. Ammigat the enemy's elain were u 
numiicr of Japanese women. The Chinese 
troopa aro aaid to have been astonished at 
the sight when they entered tho Japanese 
camp.

London, Sept. (i. — A Tokio dispatch to 
the Ceutral News says that tho last reports 
from the front toll of heavy rains which have 
impeded military operations. The atreitms 
of the Korean peninsula have risen rapidly 
and muoh of the adjacent low land is par- 
tially flooded. The Japanese oiiicers say it 
is unlikely that any important battle will 
be fought before the Qooda subside. Oooa- 
sional skicmishos have taken place, they soy, 
but neither eide bus tried recently to bring 
about a decisive action. ' " '■ " " 

The Japinese regulars in Korea now num- 
ber 30,000. Some 10,000 of these troops, 
comprising a alrong cavalry force, 
havu been detailed for the scoutiug ecrvico 
and tho protection of the main army's lines 
of supply and communioation. Some 18,000 
Japanese occupy a strong position at Ping 
V^aug. They have thrown up earthworks 
and havo inuuuted heavy guns. The Chinese 
army, with about L'0,000 nieu, has takm up 
a puuition fronting the Japanese, Scouting 
ptrtica from tho two oompa have met fre- 
(juently and exchanged ehots, but the mor- 
tulity has becu inconsiderable. The spirit 
of the Japanese tioopa ia said to be all that 
could be desired, 

Tho Manpiia of Saiongi, proaidont ( f tho 
departmeni uf imperial orders, has arrived 
in Korea with a lar^e suite. Uis mission is 
to convey to the Korean King the Emperor's 
congratulations in view of Korea's aobieve- 
meuc of her Independence. 

The Japanese ratniator to Korea haa taken 
extreme meaaurea to move the King of 
Karea to grant a < comprehensive railway 
conceaeion in favor of Jiipanese contractors. 
Ho is trying also to obtain' c'xolnsive' miniog 
rights for tho Japanese, ■■ 

Despite Japanese denials that there has 
been a general engagement, many wounded 
are arriving at SoeuL It is impassible to 
learn from Japanese sources whether or not 
they were injured' in the skirmishes, . 

The Koreans attacked ;50 Japanese for- 
agers recently, and captured 30 of them, 
whom they handed <over ' to the Chinese. 
The troops now -oomiiig from Japan are 
landed at . Chemulpo. . Twelve mountain 
guns and twelve mortars have been taken 
ashore at that point. 

The Chinese fleet was at Wei Ha-Wi on 
September 4, and the Japanese fleet was off 
the Southern coils'^. 

Capt. von Hannekcn has been appointed 
to inspect the Chieese coast defences. 

Tho Tokio oorrespondont of the Central 
NewB Eayu that the statement that there is 
a probability of a groat Chinese victory in 
Korea ia pure fiction. 

SALVADOR'S REFDfiEES.

On 
June 5 Colooho said Antonio Ezsta, acting 
as vice-president, ordered him to take pos- 
session of La Libertad, which he did with 
350 men. During all this time the witnese 
says he was performing military service and 
had engagements with insurgents almoet 
daily. The witness was s General of Brig- 
ade in the government forces. Crosa-quea- 
tioned, the witnesH said ho was 
a tailor before be became a goncril. 
No material ficta were brought ouD except 
that the state of war still existed and that 
up to June 5, the troops were paid every 
day. Their pay for June i and 5 was taken 
from the San Salvador bank. Witness did 
not know whether tho soldiers received their 
pay ufier tho 5ch. Major Buatamente, who 
alao testified, aaid he terved in the govern- 
ment forccu during Kzataa admioiacration 
and ho was comtniaa^ry during tho i evo- 
lution. Eo denied taking part in the hang- 
ing of any one at PHmavera on May 29, aa 
charged in ttie oomplaictj sod ftlieged that 
General Bolano enil Uaatamenta il»tiged 
four peraouB on that occasion. Qenerai 
Bolanu waa . on the stand all the afternoon 
giving an account of the war in San Sal- 
vador. 



MINING NATIONALIZATION. 

The British Trade Unngrrss Pass altpsolutlon 
Ui Natloualize Nut Only Lands But 
' Ulnes and Hluerala. 

London,' Sept, <5— At the Trades Coa 
gross to-day there was a prolonged debate 
upon a resolution to nationalize all tho lands 
containiDg mines or minerals, Mr. James 
Kier Hardy, M.P,, moved an amendment 
that, basidea the land, the whole means of 
production, distribution and exchange of the 
output of tho miaea ought to be national- 
ized. Messrs. John Burna, M. P. , Tom Mann 
and J. H. Wilson, M.P , spoke on the 
Socialist aido of tho quosdoa. A few mod- 
erate delegates proteal^cd against the Social 
ist contention, declaring that Trades Union- 
ism had done more for workingmen than all 
tho Socialiat docrlnta that had ever been 
propounded. Amid scenes of wild enthuii 
asm a divi^on waa taken, and Mr. Hardio'a 
amend meiit^was eirried-by a .vote of 219 to 
01. ■ - - mii'ri -^ , \i^f^:;v >.- 



VISITOR FROM CHINA. 

An linportiiiit LeKitl Authority Believes tho 
War Will Finally End In a Draiv. 

San Franoisco,' Sept. 0. —Dr. W. A. 
Martin, for many years legal adviaor to the 
ChincBO government on all queations of in- 
ternational law, arrived on the steamer Bel- 
gio. He has been ,a ..leaidenti of Cliina for 
over thirty years. He has been one of 
China's repreaontativoa whenever treaties 
have been drawn up, and haa employed hia 
time in looking after tho intereata of China 
iu tho Bolution of international probloma. 
Ho ia tho gentleman who firat taught tho 
heads of the Chlnoee government that there 
was such a thing as intornutional law. He 
mastered tho language of tho mandarins, 
and translated two entire works, viz , those 
of Prof. VVoolaey and Ur. Wheuton on In- 
ternational Law. Thoao tranalations were 
aubaniuently uaed as the baais for tho trans- 
lation of the two worke into tho iTapaoeeo 
language for thn ubo of tho government of 
that country. Dr. Martin Is inclined to tho 
belief that tho present atruegle between 
Japan and China will be a prolonged one, 
and thinks it will result in a draw. He does 
not believe that cither nation ia capable of 
whipping the other, He has come to Am- 
erica in search of health.
